On Friday, Sept. 28, several laws 
took effect that had been enacted 
in the last legislative session, 
marking the end of the customary 
90 day waiting period. While there 
are. several dozen to choose from, 
two laws are singled out for dis- 
‘cussion as they might have a 
more immediate impact on many 
residents. : 

LD. 478, entitled “An Act to 
Protect the Health of Children by 
Prohibiting the Free Distribution 
of Cigarettes,’ discourages the 
sale of tobacco. to people under 18 


-years of age. The statute reads: 


“mo person may knowingly sell, 
furnish, give away or offer to sell 
or give away cigarettes or tobarc- 
co to any child under the alge of 
18 years. No person in the busi- 
ness of selling or otherwise dis- 
tributing cigarettes or other to- 


bacco products for profit...may | 


... distribute [tobacco or -ciga- 
rettes] in any place, including a 
public way or sidewalk, public 
park or playground, public sichool 
or other public building, shopping 
center or maill.’”? A fine of $20 to 


$50 is. imposed for each violation. | 

As We can see, the major burden ! 
for carrying out this law rests on ‘ 
those who sell, distribute or give ; 


away cigarettes and tobacco, not 
om the under 18: year old who 
might try 60 obtain these items. 
Thus, the impact of this new law 
is spread among all of us. How- 


ever, questions might arise suchas ; 


the positioning of a cigarette dis- 
pensing machine in the lobby of a 
restaurant or motel, Anyone with 
questions should call the Astor- 
ney General’s office in Augusta 
at 1-289-3661, 

LL.D. 1528, entitled ‘‘An Act to’ 
Require Swimming Pools to be 
Enclosed”, requires pool owners 
to erect a fence around every 
swimming pool, except ‘‘that port- 
able above-ground swimming pools 
with sidewalks of at least 24 inches
